rocks near Cape Race.during a dense 
fog at 6 o'clock Monday mofning. 
,The vessel is a total wreck, but the 
entre list of passengers, and the crew 
escaped to land after a trying experi- 
ence. 


The. La-urentian -left Boston .last Fri- 


day and when oft the..coast, of Nova 
Scotia ran into a. thick - fog. bank, 
which compelled her,to run at reduced 
speedi.,':The.;,steam,er; .was 
making 


about-thirteen-knots an hour when she 
Btruck the rocks near 
Cape 
Race. 


Captain/. Imrio took , a course more 
northerly than usual and the thick 
fog caused him to lose his reckoning. 


Tho steamer carried twenty cabin 


passengers and thirty in the steerage',* 
the^crew numbering forty. .When the 
ship strucklshe • rebounded 'heavily, 
tiie shock throwing most of the pas- 
sengers, who were all asleep, at the 
time, from their-berths: They stam- 
peded for the deck, without stopping 
to dress, and .for .half, an hour much 
excitement prevailed', 
Irnrie and his 


offleers', however, succeeded In quiet- 
Ing all hands and persuaded everyone 
to return to-quarters-and dress. 


A stiff northwest wind banged the 


ship about and the situation became 
so serious at 7 o'clock 
that 
orders 


were given to put the ship's boats 
Overboard. 
Twenty-five of the pas- 


sengers, mostly women and children, 
wore placed In the first boat, but the 
bow tackle collapsed and several per- 
sons wore thrown Into the.sea, Oth- 
ers -who .managed; to cling to the half 
upturned boat wero Injured by the 
thumping of the small craft against 
the sides ot the collapsing liner. 


Captain Imrle and his officers had 


ropes thrown from tho deck and with- 
in fifteen minutes those who had been 
Immersed were drawn to the deck. 
The' passengers in "the" disabled boat 
were also rescued. .

.Finally six more lifeboats were put 


over, but .the passengers, say that 
some of the seamen of tile Laurentiau 
did not know hpw.tOjrow and that 
they were obliged to handle the oars 
themselves, ,'.-The seas 
.constantly 


drenched the shipwrecked people and 
It was only by constant hailing that 
the lifeboats.were kept afloat. 


To add. to the.troubles of all hands 


no one .knew just .where the, ship had 
struck, and in consequence It was de- 
cided not to approach too closely to 
tho beach lest the lifeboats be daslied 
to pieces on the coast, where in mtiuy 
places the cliffs rise to a height ol 
f i f t y : feet.

About 10 o'clock, after the boats 


had been adrift,two hours,, there was 
a ,r)ft in the fog and a boat, from a 
nearby fishing village was sighted, 
The fishing boat piloted tho life craft 
to a harbor, where the' passengers 
and crew were cared for. A. steamer 
left St. John's late last: night to bring 
the shipwrecked-people to this port. 


Soon after'the; Laurentine piled up 


the plates ainidshlp gave way and 
number 2 and number 3 holds and tho 
engint_rdom were flooded. Later tht 
hull broke in two near 
tho engine 


room nnd Imrie was obliged to stand 
1)5 and see tthe end of his ship, which 
lor thh ty-sevon yeais had crossed and 
released the Atlantic.

Commander Peary found no trace 


of Dr. Cook, who reported to th' 
world last week thai he had made the 
samo discovery in April of. the pre- 
ceding year. This news reached here 
through Captain Robert Barllett of 
Ihe Roosevelt, Peary's ship, en route 
to Chateau bay, Labrador.

Undeniable Yankee grit has con- 


quered the frozen' north and there' has 
been created a coincidence such as the 
world will never ECO again. 


Two Americans, have planted the 


flag of their country in, the land of ice 
which men have sought to penetrate 
for four centuries; and each ignorant 
of the other's conquest has flashed, 
within a period of flve days, a laconic 
message of success to the waiting 
world. 


Cook, in his first message to his 


countrymen, was brief but nonconir 
mittal; Peary was even briefer, but 
specific. 
"Stars and Stripes nailed 


to the Pole," he said to the press.. 
That was all, but never before have 
so few words conveyed to a people a 
greater meaning or a greater palriotic 
satisfaction. 


On Sept. 1, Dr. Cook sent out from 


the Shetland Islands, the First message 
of his success— a message which has 
aroused a storm of controversy around 
the world.

sick.' The other vessels upon which 
typhoid broke out had "been at the 
Philadelphia navy yard. 
It was also 


known to the medical officers that a 
number of the commissioned officers 
attached to the fleet and on duty at 
the Norfolk yard were also in hospi- 
tal on account of typhoid fever. 
The 


recommendation has been made that 
great care he exercised in this mat- 
ter hereafter and that as Ittle time 
as possible be spent at Norfolk in 
hot -weather, at least until the Condi- 
tions there improve*."
